Although the human placental 
protein many be expensive, Nu Skin 
sees it as a preferable ingredient. 

Mark Taylor, a Salt Lake dermatol-

Gorbachev 
defends attack 
on Lithuania

VILNIUS, U.S.S.R. — Presi- 
dent Mikhail S. Gorbachev on Mon- 
day defended the bloody military 
assault on Lithuania and said he 
learned about it only after a local 
military commander executed it. 

Soviet troops seized another key 
broadcasting facility in Vilnius. 
Lithuanian officials said the action 
violated an agreement to reduce 
tensions in the republic following 
Sunday’s attack that killed 14 peo- 
ple and injured 230. Troops control 
eight buildings in and around the 
capital. 

Vilnius was calm but somber. 
Thousands of mourners lined up in 
the snow outside a sports arena to 
file past the open caskets of 10 vic- 
tims as weeping parents stroked 
the bruised faces of the dead be- 
neath a huge Lithuanian flag. 

Gorbachev’s statement that he 
was not in on the decision to use 
force called into question how 
strongly he controls the Soviet mil- 
itary.

During his annual State of the State 
Address Monday night, Gov. Norm 
Bangerter publicly threatened the 
state legislature with a veto for the 
first time during his administration. 
The threat referred to any abortion 
bill the legislature might pass that 
does not follow specific guidelines. 

“T must now tell you that if you pass 
any bill that does not meet these crite- 
ria for exceptions and requires us to 
advance an indefensible legal posi- 
tion, I will veto it,” Bangerter said. 

The governor's list of exemptions is 
almost a carbon copy of those listed by 
the legislature’s Abortion Task 
Force. The governor’s few differ- 
ences, however, might cause substan- 
tial controversy in the next 45 days. 

While the bills filed in the legisla- 
ture offer an exemption for rape and 
incest only if the crime is reported to 
authorities within five days, the gov- 
ernor’s rape/incest exemption said 
nothing about a reporting period. The 
governor also asked for an exemption 
if the pregnancy threatens the life or 
health of the mother, while the leg- 
islative bills emphasize only the 
mother’s life. 

Bangerter’s other worry about an

The administration 
urged Saddam Hussein to take 
“dramatic action” to avert war.

Pentagon sources 
said U.S. troops were pouring into 
Saudi Arabia at the rate of 5,000 a 
day and that 450,000 would be on 
station by the end of the deploy- 
ment. 

There was no sign that Iraq 
would pull back. United Nations 
Secretary-General Javier Perez de 
Cuellar, who met in Baghdad with 
Saddam Hussein, said, “I don’t see 
any reason to have real hope.” 

“It’s time to rally behind the 
forces in the field,” said Sen. Sam 
Nunn, D-Ga., who had opposed the 
congressional resolution endorsing 
the use of force. He said the time 
for debate was over, but warned 
there could be bad news from the 
battlefield if war breaks out.

Pres. Lee to address 
Constitution’s role

Today’s Devotional assembly by 
BYU President Rex E. Lee will be on 
a topic he has been waiting to address 
his entire professional career. 

Inan interview with The Daily Uni- 
verse Monday, President Lee ex- 
pressed his desire to speak to stu- 
dents and faculty about the 
Constitution and how it affects our 
lives. “BYU has never asked me (to 
speak on the Constitution) before, 
and now I can decide what I want to 


speak on,” said President Lee, former. 


assistant U.S. attorney general. 

The speech President Lee has pre- 
pared can be given any time, “but I 
want to give it today,” he said. 

The speech is the last one President 
Lee will give during the 15-year pe- 
riod designated by Congress as the 
Bicentennial period. President Lee 
said the Devotional was scheduled be- 
fore Saddam Hussein invaded 
Kuwait, but‘the U.N. deadline helps 
make his remarks even more applica- 
ble. 

President Lee’s speech will have 
elements of a forum and a devotional, 
but he wanted to give it in a devo- 
tional setting. Not only will he give an 
overview of the history of the Consti- 
tution, but he will also try to over- 


come the misunderstanding many 
people have about what it really 
means and what it really does. 

“T also want to talk about three re- 
spects in which the Constitution has 
unique interest to members of the 
LDS Church,” President Lee said. 

“Its principal significance is this ... 
it affects virtually every aspect of our 
lives, from the potential for war in the 
Persian Gulf ... to truck lengths on 
interstate highways.” 

The recent Congress debate about 
the power to declare war had a consti- 
tutional issue at its core, President 
Lee said. ~ 

There is a general misunderstand- 
ing about what the Constitution con- 
tains, he said. “The pursuit of happi- 
ness is not a constitutional 
guarantee.” 

Some people think that the phrases 
“freedom from want” and “freedom 
from fear” appear in the Constitution, 
but they do not, President Lee said. 

President Lee said he wants to help 
give BYU students and faculty an ap- 
preciation for the Constitution and 
help them see why it is so important. 

“T also want to develop reasons why 
the Constitution has extra pluses or 
add-ons for those who are partici- 
pants in the restoration of The 
Church of Jesus Christ of Latter-day 
Saints,” he said.

First days 
of war would 
be crucial

WASHINGTON — Ultimate vic- 
tory over Saddam Hussein’s troops in 
a Persian Gulf war would depend on 
how swiftly, and with what levels of 
devastation, U.S.-led forces can 
break down Iraqi resistance at the 
start, military experts say. 

The first days, when massive U.S. 
air power would be sent against Iraq’s 
missile sites and airfields, would be 
crucial, analysts say. 

A war dragging on for months 
would mean mounting American ca- 
sualties, worldwide economic hard- 
ship and a greater risk of Saddam’s 
surviving to fight again. 

The optimists say Iraq can be 
crushed in days. Sen. Daniel Inouye, 
D-Hawaii, returned from a gulf tour 
to proclaim, “If there is a way, it will 
be a short one that will last no more 
than five days.” 

Taking a less sanguine view was 
Gen. H. Norman Schwarzkopf III, 
the U.S. field commander in the gulf, 
who cautioned that fighting could last 
for up to six months. 

President Bush, who has stressed 
that Kuwait will not become another 
Vietnam, said he hoped “it would be 
over in a few days, but what happens 
realistically is hard to tell.” 

What is certain is that the war 
would start with savage air strikes 
against missile sites and airfields in 
hopes of preventing counterattacks 
against Saudi Arabia or Israel, fol- 
lowed by a blanket bombardment of 
supply and communications lines to 
isolate Iraq’s troops in Kuwait. 

Kuwait is 500 miles from supply 
bases in Baghdad, said retired Adm. 
Thomas Moorer, former chairman of 
the Joint Chiefs of Staff, “and there is 
no Ho Chi Minh trail in Iraq, nowhere 
for trucks to hide.” 

Without a dependable supply line, 
Iraqi forces in Kuwait, also under 
heavy air assault, would “deteriorate 
rapidly,” Moorer said. 

Retired Army Col. Harry Sum- 
mers, an analyst with the Army War 
College, said this first phase, which 
might last a week or two, would be 
“very violent and very costly.” Iraq’s 
air defenses are formidable, Sum- 
mers said, and “we’re going to see 
American pilots paraded down the 
streets of Baghdad.” 

The House Armed Services Com- 
mittee chairman, Rep. Les Aspin, D- 
Wis., quoted military officials as say- 
ing 70 to 80 American and allied 
planes would be shot down in just the 
initial stage of attacks against targets 
inside Iraq. 

It is possible that Saddam would 
call it quits there, recognizing his 
forces are helpless before America’s 
deadly air power. 

Far more likely, however, is that 
U.S.-led ground forces would have to 
move against the 540,000 deeply en- 
trenched Iraqi troops in Kuwait and 
southern Iraq. Here is where the real 
carnage begins. 

Aspin predicted that the Ameri- 
cans would suffer about 1,000 deaths 
in a short campaign, although other 
experts put the death toll far higher 
than that.

Court rejects right to bear machine guns 


WASHINGTON — The Supreme Court on Monday rejected claims that the 
ownership of machine guns is protected by the constitutional right to bear 
arms. 

The court, without comment, left intact a federal appeals court ruling that 
upheld a 1986 law which barred the possession or sale of machine guns not 
lawfully owned before that date. 

Barbara Lautman, of the Center to Prevent Handgun Violence, celebrated 
the decision, saying it shatters the National Rifle Association’s “myth that the 
Second Amendment right to keep and bear arms guarantees an unlimited right 
to own guns. We really do believe this is the worst legal defeat ever for the 
NRA.” 

Stephen Halbrook, one of the lawyers representing Georgia gun collector 
J.D. Farmer Jr. who had challenged the machine-gun law, disagreed. “I don’t 
think this case is a substantial blow to the NRA,” he said. 

Richard Gardiner, director of state and local affairs for the NRA, said 
“We're not used to setbacks, so calling this the ‘worst’ is only a relative term. 
Obviously, it would have been nice for the Supreme Court to take the case and 
resolve the Second Amendment issue.” 

Halbrook argued that the appeals court wrongly interpreted the 1986 fed- 
eral law and protested that the panel had upheld “the first ban on firearms 
possession by law-abiding citizens in American history.” 


Florida prison escapee found in Holladay 


HOLLADAY — Reactions ranged from shock to disbelief when neighbors 
learned of the arrest of a man said to be an escaped killer from Florida who had 
been living with in-laws here. 

Willie Norris Griffith, 34, was arrested Friday at his father-in-law’s home. 

Florida state law enforcement spokesman Tal Whiddon said Griffith had 
lived in Utah for a number of years under an assumed name and was on 
Florida’s 10 Most Wanted list. 

Griffith was arrested in 1975 after an Orlando, Fla., cabdriver was killed in 
an attempted robbery. He was serving a 25-year-to-life sentence for first-de- 
gree murder when he and two other inmates gained access to the switches of 
the prison’s perimeter lights, scaled a fence, and escaped in the dark. 

Griffith and his wife moved with their two children to the in-laws’ home 
about a month ago. 

He may have been working in the Salt Lake area selling water softeners 
since leaving Price. 


Bodyguard assassinates 2 top PLO aides 


NICOSIA, Cyprus — A renegade bodyguard assassinated PLO leader 
Yasser Arafat’s two top aides and a security officer Monday night, then took 
hostage the family of one of the victims, a senior Palestinian commander said. 

Tue gunman was demanding a plane to fly him out of Tunis after killing Salah 
Khalaf, Arafat’s second-in-command; Hayel Abdel-Hamid, the PLO’s security 
chief; and Abu Mohammed ‘Al-Omari, Khalaf’s bodyguard, several sources 
reached in Tunis by telephone said. 

The senior Palestinian official said Abdel-Hamid’s wife and teenage daugh- 
ter were being held by the gunman, whom he identified only as “Hamza,” 
inside their house in the Tunis suburb of Marsa where the shooting occurred. 

The house was surrounded by Tunisian security forces and Palestinian 
guerrillas five hours after the shootings occurred at 11 p.m., the commander 
said. : 

The death of Khalaf left Arafat as the only survivor among the three original 
founders of Fatah, the original PLO group and its largest faction. 

The other founder, Khalil al-Wazir, was assassinated by commandos on 
April 16, 1988, also in Tunisia. 


France offers last-minute peace proposal 


France offered a last-minute proposal Monday to avert war in the gulf, but 
the United States appeared to reject the plan because it called for talks on the 
Palestinian question in exchange for Iraq’s pullout from Kuwait. 

With Iraq and the United States seemingly locked on a course for war 
heading into the Tuesday midnight U.N. deadline, last-ditch peace efforts 
were multiplying. 

In addition to the French plan to be presented to the U.N. Security Council 
Monday night, Yemen and the Palestine Liberation Organization were float- 
ing proposals. 

Iraq’s U.N. Ambassador, Abdul Amir al-Anbari, said French Foreign 
Minister Roland Dumas would go to Baghdad, presumably to discuss the 
proposal. 

France’s six-point plan calls for U.N. peacekeeping forces to replace the 
multinational force currently in the Persian Gulf, and non-aggression guaran- 
tees for Iraq, once it pulls its troops from Kuwait. 


Actor’s knighthood upsets British gays 


LONDON — Britain’s homosexual community is divided over the decision 
by gay actor Ian McKellen to accept a knighthood from a government many 
gays regard as hostile to them. 

McKellen’s name is on a list of people chosen by the former Thatcher 
government to be honored in the queen’s name. 

Former Prime Minister Margaret Thatcher introduced Clause 28 to the 
Local Government Act, thereby banning the promotion of homosexuality in 
schools and cutting local government spending on gay programs. 

The British government, now led by John Major, plans to amend the 
Criminal Justice Bill and give judges new powers to imprison gay males for 
acts of “indecency between men,” including public displays of affection and 
homosexual prostitution. 

David Bridle, editor of the gay magazine Pink Paper, said McKellen’s 
decision was a “sell-out” to a government that was trying “to silence the most 
famous voice in gay rights.”

he feels it is a gimmick of cosmetic 
companies. “No scientific studies that 
I know of have been done to prove it’s 
worth anything,” he said. 

Chaffetz said placental material is 
an ingredient used by many cosmetic 
companies, but few of them will list 
the ingredients on the product. 

According to a letter from the 
FDA, “Cosmetics not customarily 
distributed for retail sale are exempt 
from FDA requirements for ingredi- 
ent labeling.” 

“We feel that listing our ingredi- 
ents is a selling point. That is drasti- 
cally different from the major firms in 
this business. We know that our in- 
gredients, all of them, are a selling 
point,” Chaffetz said. 

Several cosmetics companies de- 
nied the use of placental material in 
their products. According to the Con- 
sumer Requests Department of Es- 
tee Lauder, human placental extract 
is not used in their cosmetics.

Utah Valley Regional Medical Cen- 
ter has a contract to supply 3,000 pla- 
centas per year to By-Prod, said Aton 
Garrity of the public relations depart- 
ment at the medical center.

Gorbachev expressed no sorrow or 
regret over the loss of life, except to 
say it was “a tragic development” that 
the Kremlin did not want. 

He told the Supreme Soviet legisla- 
ture in Moscow that it was “a defen- 
sive action.”

“He reported to a deputy comman- 
der of the military district. ... 
learned only in the morning, the early 
morning, when they got me up. When 
it happened, no one knew,” Gor- 
bachev said. 

Soviet Interior Minister Boris 
Pugo, whose troops participated in 
Sunday’s attack, told parliament: “No 
one from the center gave an order” to 
use force. 

Gorbachev said Lithuanian “work- 
ers and intellectuals” complaining of 
anti-Soviet broadcasts had tried to 
talk to the republic’s parliament but 
were’ refused and allegedly beaten. 
Then, he said, they asked the military 
commander in Vilnius to “give us pro- 
tection.” 

Pugo also said the committee had 
asked Soviet military officials in Vil- 
nius to defend its members massed 
outside the television tower. 

Witnesses, including an Associated 
Press reporter, said several hundred 
Lithuanian nationalists had also gath- 
ered at the tower, hoping to prevent a 
takeover. 

Troops moved on the site early 
Sunday, opening fire with automatic

weapons, beating the protesters-and - :

Gorbachev, Pugo and Defense Min- 
ister Dmitri Yazov were asked either 
by legislators or reporters in the 
Kremlin about the National Salvation 
Committee, which was formed only 
on Friday..

for those who cannot purchase ordi- 
nary health insurance. “I have recom- 
mended $3 million in one-time funds 
to begin this program,” he said. “With 
a similar investment in the next two 
or three years this program can be- 
come self-funding.” 

The governor also renewed his re- 
quest for a Department of Environ- 
mental Quality, hoping that after a 
year of study, the legislature would 
be ready to help open the new depart- 
ment. “The public demands that we 
give this issue the attention it de- 
serves, and the future depends on it,” 
he added. : 

Throughout Bangerter’s address, 
he referred to the continued economic 
growth the state is experiencing — in 
Spite of the current national reces- 
sion. In response to the address, leg- 
islative leaders of both parties ap- 
peared to be generally supportive. 

Rep. Frank  Pignanelli, a 
Democrat, said his party was pleased 
to see the governor address the prob- 
lem of Utah’s uninsurables but 
wanted Bangerter to offer a plan to 
ensure that Utah weathers the reces- 
sion. He said the address also lacked a 
proposed structure to involve parents 
in the education of their children. 

Although Bangerter did not ad- 
dress it, leaders from both parties 
suggested Utah’s income tax system 
could be overhauled in this session. 
The Democrats have proposed ex- 
panding the lower tax brackets, while 
the Republicans have talked about a 


flat tax.

The fate of five Murray children 
rests with the United States Army 
after their mother was killed in an 
auto accident last week. 

The children’s father, Chief War-

in Mainz, Germany, is seeking a “com- 
passionate reassignment” in order to 
take care of his family. 

According to the Utah Highway 
Patrol, Gloria O. Fenn, 35, from Mur- 
ray, died Tuesday at University Hos- 
pital in Salt Lake City. 

She was killed after her car col- 
lided with a pickup truck at the inter- 
section of 4100 South and 1950 West, 
in Salt Lake City. 

“T feel I will have a really strong 
chance of getting (the compassionate 
reassignment),” Fenn said. 

The new assignment would allow 
him to move his family to Fort Lewis, 
Wash., near Tacoma. 

There, he would have the help of his 
ex-wife’s parents in raising the chil- 
dren, he said. 

No matter what happens, however, 
Fenn said he plans to keep the chil- 
dren with him. 

“If they won't give me the reassign- 
ment, then we’re packing up and go- 


ing back to Germany,” he said. 

If for some reason the Army does 
not allow Fenn to take his children 
back he said, “I would get out of the 
Army.” 

That’s too much trauma for the 
kids,” Fenn said. 

Before he left Germany, Fenn’s for- 
mer bishop told him the Air Force 
does not grant compassionate reas- 
signments in such situations. 

But Fenn said he has an Army 
friend at Fort Rucker, Ala., who re- 
ceived a reassignment when the 
friend’s wife left their children. 

Major James Rupper, an Army le- 
gal officer, said, “Traditionally, the 
chances for a compassionate reassign- 
ment would be good in this case.” 

However, one would have to re- 
assess the possibility right now in 
light of Operation Desert Shield.” 

Rupper said taking the children to 
Germany is feasible but not wise — 
again because of Desert Shield and 


because of chances of having to leave 
the children. 

Whether or not Fenn takes his chil- 
dren back to Germany or gets the 
compassionate reassignment, he said 
he will have agood support structure.
